While we are not pessi- 


mistic as to the value of this work 
still we believe it will not meet with 
the expectations of those who framed 
the statute under which work was 
undertaken. 
And we most strongly 


urge the necessity, both on the part 
ot the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and the states, of being awake to 
the program of the carriers involved 
to lay a foundation for proceedings in 
court which may ultimately vitally ef- 
fect both regulation, while regulation 
exists, and public ownership, should 
the government find it necessary to 
enter into the ownership of the rail- 
roads of this country. 
The owners 


are entitled, while private ownership 
* exists, to fair treatment and reasonable 


earnings, and if the railroads shall 
become the subject of purchase or con- 
demnation they are likewise entitled 
to a fair price for their properties. 
But there are many contentions now 
uniformly advanced by the carriers, 
which in our opinion are unfair to 
the public and which must be intelli- 
gently met by the representatives of 
the public.

Realism 
and naturalness, above everything 
else, nre striven for. Priests are not 
Allowed to witness theatrical perform- 
ances In Russia, hut several of the 
leading churchmen in Moscow never 
fall to see all the productions at tbe 
An theater—from behind the scene*. 


German success bad passed. 


With this accomplished both the 


French and English assumed the ag- 
gressive. 


Official Reports Not Complete. 


No battle in modern times was mora 


fiercely fought than has been that ot 
the Alsne day after day and referring 
to which official communications gave 
but the barest information that opera- 
tions were progressing satisfactorily. 


The official statements conveyed an 


Incomplete idea of the tremendous un- 
dertaking ot the British and French 
troops.- The statements did not give 
the real* picture of how the British 
held against the onslaughts of the Ger- 
mans a battle line 20 miles long and 
for 30 miles on both ends of It the 
French held up their end. 


They did not tell how the battle was 


raging day and night, turned into a 
continuous nightmare to the men who 
were engaged in it, every one ot whom 
knew that upon the issue of it rested 
one of tbe great deciding factors ot 
the war. The statements dealt only 
with general issues, not with the men 
In the trenches. Yet these men count- 
ed In the result. Every man knew 
that it the allies could hold the Ger- 
mans in check along the Aisne they 
would be able to hold them in the fu- 
ture. And every man acted accord- 
ingly. 


Neutral Valley of Death. 


Between both lines of battle there Is 


a narrow strip, varying from 70 yards 
to a quarter of a mile, which is a neu- 
tral valley of death. Neither side is 
able to cross that strip without being 
crumpled by fire against which' no 
army, no matter how great, could 
stand. 
| 


The Germans have attempted to 


break through the British and French 
forces hundreds of times, but have 
been compelled to withdraw, and al- 
ways with severe losses. 


A number of small towne are dls- 


tiibuted In this narrow strip. The Ger- ' 
mans and French have reoccupled It,' 
six times and each In turn has been 
driven out 
The streets of Craonna 


are littered with the dead of both 
armies. The bouses, nearly all ot 
which have been demolished by explod- 
ing shells, must also be full of bodies 
of men who crawled Into them to get 
out of the withering fire and bar* 
there died. Many of these men died 
ot sheer exhaustion and starvation 
while the battle raged day after toy, 


Craonne City of Dead. 


Both armies apparently abandoned 


the struggle to hold Craonne perma- 
nently, and it Is now literally a city of 
the dead. I had an opportunity to look 
upon the horrors of it from a point of 
vantage on the outskirts. 


It is a typical French village of an- 


cient stone structure; the tiny house* 
all have, or had, gables and tiled roof*. 
These have mostly been broken by 
shell fire. Under the shelter of ita 
buildings both 
the Germans and 


French have been able at times to res- 
cue their wounded. 


This Is more than can be said ot the 


strip of death between the battle line*. 
There the wounded He and the dead go 
unburied, while the opposing forces di- 
rect their merciless fire a few feat 
above the field ot suffering and 
carnage. I did not know until I looked 
upon the horror* of Craonne that «nc6 
condition* could exist in modem war- 
fare. 


I thought of course that frequent 


truce* would be negotiated to give the 
opposing armies an opportunity to col- 
lect their wounded and bury their 
dead. I bad an idea that the Red Croe* 
bad made waniess terrible. The world 
think* *o yet, perhaps, but the condi- 
tions alone the Aline do not justify 
that belief. If a man 1* wounded IB 
that (trip between the lines he never 
get* back alive ante** he I* wltnia. a, 
short distance of bis own lines or to 


was receiving two or three shells a 
minute until it became unbearable. 


Merciless Fire of Cannon. 


The German infantry had to leave, 


and they apparently deserted one com- 
pany which I saw running over a har- 
vested field. As each company of Ger- 
man troops broke from its exposed 
cover the British batteries across the 
Aisne about two miles from them di- 
rected upon them a merciless fire. 


The range of the British guns 


seemed to be perfect. From the first 
shot I could see the ranks of the Ger- 
mans break and then close again. I 
could see the bodies lying in the field 
after the fleeing Germans had passed. 
There were four companies in that 
woods, and they must have lost 50 men 
in the open. Others were undoubtedly 
killed in the woods, because half an 
hour afterward I could see men carry- 
ing stretchers. These did not advance 
far beyond the woods.

London.—Why England should re- 


strict recruiting to men of the mini- 
mum height ot five feet six inches in 
days when' battles are fought with 
long range weapons Instead of broad 
swords and battles axes is puzzling 
many young patriots of underslze who 
are anxious to go to the front. The 
old rule has already caused medical 
men to protest both In print and to 
the army medical advisory board. 


One of the medical journals points 


out that what Is needed these days 
Is not brute power to wield heavy 
weights, but a wiry physique able to 
stand bad weather. Irregular feeding, 
broken sleep, long marches and brains 
to take, cover and shoot with skill 
and patience. 


The short man weighs less, needs 


less food. Is easier of transportation, 
stands hard marching without his 
feet giving way, offers a smaller mark 
to the enemy, keeps himself warm in 
a smaller space and can shelter in 
a trench better than a big man. The 
heavier the man, the more food need- 
ed to keep up a given amount of phys- 
ical exertion, and a man of 170 pounds 
requires a fifth more food than one 
of 140 pounds, it is scientifically es- 
timated. Hence five feet three inches 
would open recruiting to excellent 
material

ROIITEJN DISPUTE 


CLAIMED ST. JOHNS ROUTE Is 


CHEAPER TO CONSTRUCT BUT 


MORE EXPENSIVE IN THE LONG 


RUN. 


At the Stuart convention of the 


East Coast Canal association there 
were numerous heated 
arguments 


over whether the East Coast canal, If 
taken over by the government, shall 
follow the same course as the pres- 
ent canal—straight down the coast 
—or shall it follow down the St. Johns 


j river and cross 
the narrow 
inter- 


vening neck of land at 
Tltusville? 


Representatives from 
Sanford and 


other towns along the St Johns river 
insisted that this route be adopted. 
Delegates from Daytona, New Smyrna 
and St. Augustine were emphatic in 
their advocacy of the present route. 


The government's engineers, it is 


understood, favor the St. Johns route 
because it would take about two mil- 
lion dollars less money to deepen it 
to ten or twelve feet It has been sug- 
gested that if the several counties 
through which the present route runs 
would put up half the money for the 
extra cost, the 
government 
would 


yield to the wishes of the people and 
give the other million. Should an 
agreement of this nature be reached 
the eight counties affected 
would 


have to raise $125,000 each; but it is 
stated that the saving in freight rates 
would more than reimburse them. 


The St. Johns route is about 75 


miles longer man the other, and it is 
estimated that twenty-five per cent, 
more time would be required for boats 
to make the trip this way from Mi- 
ami to Jacksonville.

PROPHESIES MADE FIVE YEARS 


AGO OF DANGER

In the spring of 1909 there wag a 


great outbreak of what was derisively 
dubbed "German-phobia" in England, 
and many prophets 
(now of more 


honor than then) ventured to predict 
that Englishmen then living would see 
the hosts ot the kaiser on the fields of 
York or Kent 


Charles Russell, a British statesman 


advocating stronger measures of defense 
against the peril from across the North 
Sea. attempted to smash the smug Lon- 
don merchant's conviction that the Brit- 
ish Isles are safe from Invasion by show- 
ing how easily they had been invaded in 
the past. 
He showed that hostile forces 
have 
landed on British soil no less than fifty- 
three times since William the Conqueror 
came over from Normandy in 1066. 
Hostile troops landed 14 times in the 
eighteenth century. 13 times in the sev- 
enteenth century, 5 times in the six- 
teenth, 11 times in the fifteenth, and 6 
times in the fourteenth. 
The nationalities included were Danish, 
Norman, French, Spanish, Dutch 
and 
American. The last named may be a hit 
surprising, but the daring Paul Jones 
carried his sword to the shore of Britain 
foul times in 1778-79, on one occasion de- 
stroying the residence of Lord Selkirk.

"It may well be expected that noth- 


ing will be left undone by the repre- 
sentatives of these great enterprises 
to bring about a valuation as favor- 
able to their contentions as is possi- 
ble. It is plainly apparent that the 
carriers do not consider that the ef- 
fect of tliis valuation work will be 
seen alone in rates but it is also quite 
likely that a basis of valuation for 
possible sales to the government may 
be contemplated," says the report. 


"It is our belief that the work map- 


ped out In the Statute directing the 
valuation is impossible to be accom- 
plished In Its entirety, but we further 
believe, proceeding under this stat- 
ute, the Interstate Commerce Com 
mission will develop the difficulties of 
the plan. 
While we are not pessi- 


mistic as to the value of this work, 
still we believe It will not meet with 
the expectations of those who framed 
the statute under which work wag 
undertaken. 
And we most strongly 


urge the necessity, both on the part 
ot the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and the states, of being awake to 
the program of the carriers involved 
to lay a foundation for proceedings in 
court which may ultimately vitally ef- 
fect both regulation, while regulation 
exists, and public ownership, should 
the government find It necessary to 
enter into the ownership of the rail- 
roads of this country. The owners 
are entitled, while private ownership 
* exists, to fair treatment and reasonable 


earnings, and If the railroads shall 
become the subject of purchase or con- 
demnation they are likewise entitled 
to a fair price for their 
properties. 


But there are many contentions now 
uniformly advanced by the carriers, 
which in our opinion are unfair to 
the public and which must be intelli- 
gently met by the representatives of 
the public.

the Aisne. It principally concerns the 
bulldog-like resistance of the British 
troops agulnst the constant ferocious 
attacks by the Germans holding the 
center of the long battle line while the 
French troops were engaged to push- 
ing back the right flank of the Ger- 
mans. 
Sir John French, the British com- 


mander, undertook to hold this vital 
point of strategic necessity where the 
Germans were gathered for a second 
plunge toward Paris. 


With an army of less than 100,000 


under his command the British gen- 
eral succeeded in holding his position 
on a fighting line of 20 miles for five 
weeks, until the French had swept 
the flanking movement so far to the 


the open till I noticed a tall tree 
Climbing this I hid in the branches 
From this coign, of vantage I com- 
manded a view of about six miles of 
firing line for three hours. It gave me 
an idea of the British battle plan. 


Somewhere in the rear, probably 


across the Vesle, were 'several batter 
ies of the howitzers dropping heavy 
shells constantly on a few points held 
by the Germans. One of these was 
Fort Conde. Directly opposite me and 
half a mile apart were two other Brit- 
ish batteries directing their fire at 
points where German troops were 
massed. Along the northern slope ol 
the plateau these batteries directed 
their fire at the German line over 
distance of from two to four miles. One

German success bad passed. 


With this accomplished both the 


French and English assumed the ag- 
gressive. 


Official Reports Not Complete. 


No battle in modern times was more 


fiercely fought than has been that of 
the Aisne day after day and referring 
to which official communications gave 
but the barest information that opera- 
tions were progressing satisfactorily. 


The official statements conveyed an 


incomplete idea of the tremendous un- 
dertaking ot the British and French 
troops.- The statements did not give 
the real* picture of how the British 
held against the onslaughts of the Ger- 
mans a battle line 20 miles long and 
for 30 miles on both ends of it the 
French held up their end. 


They did not tell how the battle was 


raging day and night, turned into a 
continuous nightmare to the men who 
were engaged in it, every one ot whom 
knew that upon the issue of It rested 
one of the great deciding factors ot 
the war. The statements dealt only 
•with general Issues, not with the men 
in the trenches. Yet these men count- 
ed in the result. Every man knew 
that if the allies could hold the Ger- 
mans In check along the Aisne they 
would be able to hold them In the fu- 
ture. And every man acted accord- 
ingly. 


Neutral Valley of Death. 


Between both lines of battle there la 


a narrow strip, varying from 70 yards 
to a quarter of a mile, which Is a neu- 
tral valley of death. Neither side is 
able to cross that strip without; being 
crumpled by fire against which' no 
army, no matter how great, could 
stand. 


The Germans have attempted to 


break through the British and French 
forces hundreds of times, but have 
been compelled to withdraw, and al- 
ways with severe losses. 


A number of small towae are dis- 


tributed in this narrow strip. The Ger- 
mans and French have reoccupled It 
six times and each in turn has been 
driven out 
The streets of Craonne 


are littered with the dead of both 
armies. The houses, nearly all of 
which have been demolished by explod< 
ing shells, must also be full of bodies 
of men who crawled into them to 
out of the withering fire and bar* 
there died. Many of these men died 
ot sheer exhaustion and starvation 
while the battle raged day after day. 


Craonne City of Dead. 


Both armies apparently abandoned 


the struggle to hold Craonne perma- 
nently, and It is now literally a city of 
the dead. I had an opportunity to look 
upon the horrors of it from a point of 
vantage on the outskirts. 


It is a typical French village of an- 


cient stone structure; the tiny house* 
all have, or had, gables and tiled roof*. 
These have mostly been broken by 
shell fire. Under the shelter of ita 
ralldlnge both 
the Germans and 


Trench have been able at times to res- 
cue their wounded. 


This is more than can be said ot the 


strip of death between the battle lines. 
There the wounded He and the dead go 
unburied, while the opposing forces di- 
rect their merciless fire a few feat 
above the field ot suffering and 
carnage. I did not know until I looked 
upon the horrors of Craonne that sncft 
conditions could exist in modern war- 
fare. 


I thought of course that frequent 


truces would be negotiated to give th« 
opposing armies an opportunity to col- 
ect their wounded and bury thatr 
dead. I bad an idea that the Red CroM 
bad made wardens terrible. The world 
hlnks so yet, perhaps, but the condi- 
tions alone the Aisne do not 
hat belief. If a man Is wounded 
hat strip between the lines he nerff 
gets back alive unless he Is within ft 
short distance ot his own lines or •» 


was receiving two or three shells 
minute until It became unbearable. 


Merciless Fire of Cannon. 


The German infantry had to leave 


and they apparently deserted one com- 
pany which I saw running over a har- 
vested field. As each company of Ger- 
man troops broke from its exposed 
cover the British batteries across the 
Aisne about two miles from them di 
reeled upon them a merciless fire. 


The range of the British guns 


seemed to be perfect. From the first 
shot I could see the ranks of the Ger- 
mans break and then close again, 
could see the bodies lying in the field 
after the fleeing Germans had passed. 
There were four companies in that 
woods, and they must have lost 50 men 
in the open. Others were undoubtedly 
killed in the woods, because half an 
hour afterward I could see men carry- 
ing stretchers. These did not advance 
far beyond the woods. 


SMALL SOLDIER THE BEST 


He Needs Less Food, Stands March- 


ing Better and It Harder for 


the Enemy to Hit. 


London.—Why England should re- 


strict recruiting to men of the mini- 
mum height ot five feet six inches in 
days when' battles are fought with 
long range weapons instead ot broad 
swords and battles axes is puzzling 
many young patriots of underslze who 
are anxious to go to the front. The 
old rule has already caused medical 
men to protest both In print and to 
the army medical advisory board. 


One of the medical journals points 


out that what Is needed these days 
Is not brute power to wield heavy 
weights, but a wiry physique able to 
stand bad weather. Irregular feeding, 
broken sleep, long marches and brains 
to take cover and shoot with skill 
and patience. 


The short man weighs less, needs 


less food. Is easier of transportation, 
stands hard marching without his 
feet giving way, otters a smaller mark 
to the enemy, keeps himself warm in 
a smaller space and can shelter in 
a trench better than a big man. The 
heavier the man, the more food need 
ed to keep up a given amount of phys- 
ical exertion, and a man of 170 pounds 
requires a fifth more food than one 
of 140 pounds, It is scientifically es- 
timated. Hence five feet three inches 
would open recruiting to excellent 
material

If 
some of you at home who have spok- 
en sneeringly of British officers could 
have seen how they handled their

be ashamed of yourselves."

MANY ENGLISHMEN REMEMBER 


PROPHESIES MADE FIVE YEARS 


AGO OF DANGER 
FROM FOR- 


EIGN FOES. 


In the spring of 1909 there was a 


great outbreak of what was derisively 
dubbed "German-phobia" in England, 
and many prophets 
(now of more 


honor than then) ventured to predict 
that Englishmen then living would see 
the hosts ol the kaiser on the fields of 
York or Kent 


Charles Russell, a British statesman 


advocating- stronger measures of defense 
against the peril from across the North 
Sea, attempted to smash the smug Lon- 
don merchant's conviction that the Brit- 
ish Isles are safe from invasion by show- 
ing how easily they had been invaded in 
the; past. 
He showed that hostile forces have 
landed on British soil no less than fifty- 
three times since WJlHam the Conqueror 
came over from Normandy in 1066. 
Hostile troops landed 14 times in the 
eighteenth century. 13 times in the sev- 
enteenth century, 5 times in the six- 
teenth, 11 times in the fifteenth, and 6 
times in the fourteenth. 
The nationalities included were Danish, 
Norman, French, Spanish. Dutch 
and 
American. The last named may be a bit 
surprising, but the daring Paul Jones 
carried his sword to the shore of Britain 
foui times in 1778-79, on one occasion de- 
stroying the residence of Lord Selkirk.
